The treinees are accorded treatment similar to that given the military 
personnel of the Chinese Army. ‘ach reecives tventy-five liang or , 
Chinese ounces ( approximated 2 nounds, one cunce ) of rice daily 
plus a monthly allowance of CH $9,000.00 for veretables and meat. 

The group has formed its own food board ‘ith each teking a turn 

in doing the cocking and the purchesing of meat and vepetnbles Trom 
the open market. “hen leaving the compound fer the purpose of making 
these purchases the traince is always accompanied by o guard, ithe 
in the compound the trainces have eomplete Laherty of the area and 
may veceive any visitors. Nach trainee also receives CIE10,000.00 
the monthly sal-ery of a vrivate in the Chinese Army. ull facilities 
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of the Political Corps library, conteinins Meneses marazines 

and newspapers are accorded the trainces.@ Certoons snd newsresis 
plus an ceeaslonal comniecto movie, are shown onee a week ty the 
Gorps of the Political Department. 
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With the exception of a few nersons, the cultural standards and 
educational tr-ining of the forty-five are extremely low, Among 

those who have hed any cducetion whatsoever and who have some 

political concertion of Communism sre a former surgeon of the Commundss 
troops, a secretary, and a leader of a compeny of troers. The 

others in: the eroun have no political concerntion of Communism as « 

way of living or as a nolitical ideology, The answers to questions nut 
to many of the trainees by source showed that the majority of these 
persons had joined the Communist troops under the impression that 
they wore enlisting in anti-Japenese units, such es the Canton Anti-~ 
Jap Corns; others had joined as a result of economic stress, hoping 
to obtain regular meals and sufficient elething through their 
enlistrent Into a military unit. lost of these demobilized soldiers 
were sale to have arrived at the carp in very neoor health, *eing 
sick am? undernourished. tovever, during their tyvo months!’ stey in 
the camp they have regained their health end ail Loot: very well. 

The trainces all expressed satisfaction at the treatment they have

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eiplined and courteous. Notesvince the folitical Corps had 
been expecting the arrivel of more demobilized Communists, they 
had deiayed the stert of political training for tyo months. She 
forty-five presently underpoing political training have bean in 
the camp for a period of six to ten weelzs.) 


One youth, sixteen yeas old, who appeared to be more intelligent 
than the average trainee, stated that he had joined an anti-Jap- 
nese organization in Hongkong during the war, only to discover later 
that it was a Commmist orgmization. after the demobilization 

of Commmists, he was afraid to return to Hongkong and went to 
‘Canton to wrk. He had been in Canton only a few days when he 

heard about the Political Corps training sehool for demobilized 
Commnists and presented himself voluntarily for the training. 

He, as well as other trainees, steed that they had never at my 

time been given any political information or training when they 

were with Communist units. 


The Political Corns originally intended to hold a training course 
of three months’ duration; however, since so few srrived in the 
-@amp and since the standard of education of the forty-five nersons 
is so low, the training peried vas reduced to a neriod of three 
weeks, aining mainly to introduce scme of the democratic ideas 
of the Three Principles en? to make e brief eomparisen of these 
ideas ‘vith Communism. The politicel training courses very briefly 
teuch upon Dr. “un'ts teachings, the President's sneeches ant deeds, 
sonparison of bemocracy end Communism, history of the xuominteng, 
sociology, econonics, and seme common knowledre of lav. No bocks 
eoncerning these subjects are distributed, the instructors and 
the compiled courses having been made available to the politcal 
Corns by the Folitieal separtment, Whe treining is cavried out 
orally) oith outlines written on a blaathe 
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In addition to the courses cutlined above, the lectures sre 
suonlemented wy group diseussions and supervised recesses, 
group of forty-five has been divided into three daa a ur nies 
for the purpose of carrying out these activities, bach group 24 
supervised by an instructor and has an appointed group leader.
